Upland Starts 
Work On Income 


Tax Returns 


| ‘Income taxes were the chief con- 
cern of Upland citizens today as 
the annual filing of returns be- 
| gan. 

T. C. Abelshouzen reported that 
his office was swamped with work 
as more and more servicemen re- 
turned to civilian life, thus increas- 
ing the number of people who have 
to file income tax returns. Ranch- 

jers and farmers are also coming in 
increasing numbers. 

Very few, if any, are exempt 
from filing returns... Anyone earn- 
ing $500 or more in 1945 must file 
regardless whether he has been 
subject to withholding’ taxes or 
not, Mr. Abelshouzen said. 

Farmers were reminded by Mr. 
Abelshouzen that if they have not 
made an estimate of their earnings 
for 1945 they have only to Jan- 
uary 15 to do so. It is obligatory 
that this be done by that itme. 

Servicemen who have been dis- 
charged during 1945 and have 
earned less than $500 on civilian 
jobs from which withholding taxes 
have been taken wil lreceive a re- 

|fund upen filing an income tax re- 
turn, Mr. Abelshouzen said. 

In explaining the status of serv- 
icemen, the tax expert also pointed 
out exemptions in service pay. 

All servicemen below the rank 
of commissioned officers are en- 
titled to tax forgiveness on all 
their service pay. Those holding 
ranks of second lieutenant in the 
army or ensign in the navy and 
above, are exempt as much as 
$1500 of their service pay. 

Other points which taxpayers 
need to know were made by Mr. 
Abelshouzen: 

Anyone earning $100 or more 
which is not subject to withholding 
taxes should have filed an estimate 
for 1945. If this hasn’t been done, 
an estimate can still be filed before 
January 15. 

Withholding slips need, not be 


all employes, if they don’t a:ready 
have them, so they can be retained 
on file. 

A dependent who earns sess than 
$500 and relies on the taxpayer 
for more than half of his support 
can be considered an exemption? 
The dependent should then file a: 
return and ask for a refund if his 
income has been subject to witi- 
holding taxes. 

However, if a dependent earns 
more than $500 he is subject to 
taxes regardless of whether the 
taxpayer contributes to more than 
half of his support or not. The 
taxpayer can not carry the depen- 
dent as an exemption.

Although the disposition of the 

$90,000,000 state surplus was the 
chief topic of discussion at the 
League of California Cities meet- 
ing last week, every question 
which will be taken up at the spec- 
ial meeting of the legislature was 
discussed, R. G, Manley, city man- 
| ager, reported today. 
Off-street parking and housing 
jfor returning veterans occupted a 
lot of time in the League agenda,

The legislature which began its 
special session yesterday has a 
long list of problems that it has 
to deal with. yovernor Warren 
has outlined more than 50 pro- 
posals on which he has asked the 
legislature to act. 

“We're sticking pat on our de- 
mand that all of the $90,060,000 »e 
given to cities and counties,” Mr, 
Manley, who is a member of the 
board of directors on the League, 
said. “If it were divided up among 
other agencies wanting the money, 
there wouldn't be enough to do 
anvene any good.”
